reason so many of th em wou ld bu y th eir liqu or 
and p ay tax es on it gladly .

a p otent argu ment th at is winning many p eop le 
to favor rep eal or “modification” of th e Eigh ­ 
teenth Amendment 
Bu t in p oint of fact, th ere are many argu ­ 
ments in addition to th is ten million dollar tax 
saving.

WORD FROM MEXICO ON "ALLISON 
PLAN” 


Th ere h as been recently some discu ssion and 
agitation concerning a new water rou te, oth er 
th an th e Parker rou te, from th e Colorado river 
to Sou th ern California. 
Pu blic meetings re­ 
cently h ave been h eld, at wh ich several h ave 
sp oken on beh alf of th is p roject. 
In order to make any ch ange in th e p resent 
p rogram, it wou ld be necessary to h ave th e di­ 
rectors of th e 
Metrop olitan 
W ater 
district 
ch ange th eir rou tings, and since th e bonds h ave 
been voted on beh alf of an entirely different 
p rogram, it wou ld seriou sly comp licate th e sit­ 
u ation, if th ere were an attemp t to make su ch 
a ch ange. 
Now comes, h owever, th e Mex ican govern­ 
ment, and takes su ch a p osition on th e wh ole 
matter as to p reclu de su ch a p ossibility , in any 
case. 
In a disp atch from Mex ico City on th e 
2nd of th is month , th e Ministry of Agricu ltu re 
of ou r Sou th ern neigh bor made th ’s statement: 


“Th e "Ministry of A gricu ltu re declares th a t H 
Is not correct th a t Mr. Allison h as obtained p er­ 
mission or a concession for develop m ent of th e 
w aters of th e Colorado River. 
“On th e contrary , Mr. Allison h ae been advised 
definitely th a t th e p erm ission h as been denied, 
and th a t h is solicitation h as been retired to th e 
dep artm ent arch ives." 


Th e Ministry of Foreign Affairs, for Mex ico 
made th is declaration in regard to it: 


“Th e governm ent of Mex ico h as not taken 
into consideration th is p roject, and h as not aid­ 
ed in its develop ment. It is necessary h erew ith to 
declare th at it will not h ereafter aid in th e de­ 
velop m ent of su ch p roject.” 


Th is, it wou ld ap p ear, wou ld disp ose of any 
su ch p ossibility , as th e Allison and King p ro­ 
ject was based u p on th e th eory 
of 
coming 
th rou gh Mex ican territory with th eir rou te, 
wh ich wou ld necessitate an u nderstanding be­ 
tween Mex ico and ou rselves. 
It is well th at 
th is action h as been so decided, for wh ile it 
did not look as th ou gh it were p ossible to make 
th e ch ange it requ ired to carry ou t th is p lan, 
it wou ld h ave tended to divide th e mass of th e 
p eop le 
living in cities wh ich are p art of th e 
M etrop olitan W ater district, wh ich wou ld h ave 
h u rt th e enterp rise in variou s way s in th e state. 
Th e tru th is th at th is rou ting was considered 
by th e engineers emp loy ed by th e Metrop olitan 
W ater district, wh o, after a th orou gh ex amina­ 
tion, considered th e Parker rou te th e better p lan 
of th e two.
